~  Bottles 


BEDFORD,  England,  Febru¬ 
ary,  1678 — (BP)— John  Bunyan, 
the  nonconformist  minister  who 
has  been  in  and  out  of  jail  here 
sincfr  - 1661,  is  free  again.-  His 
laSast  confinement  was  for  only 
six  months.  - 

The  preacher  owes  his  free¬ 
dom  today  to  the  Intervention  of 
Bishop  Barlow  of  Lincoln. 
Friends  of  Bunayn  appealed  to 
the  bishop,  who  has  the  right  to 
release  a  nonconformist  prison¬ 
er  in  his  diocese  upon  the  ap¬ 
peal  of  two  or  more  persons. 
The  release  was  granted  under 
the  provision  that  the  prisoner, 
shall  conform  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Anglican  Church 
within  six  months. 

One  of  those  who  appealed  to 
Bishop  Barlow  on  Bunyan’s  be¬ 
half  was  Jphn  Owen,  prominent 
nonconformist  and  former  asso¬ 
ciate  of  the  bishop  of  Oxford. 
The  clergyman  took  the  precau¬ 
tion  of  having  release  of  the 
Protestant  firebrand  approved 
by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  thus  re¬ 
lieving  himself  of  responsibility 
in  the  event  of  repuercussions. 

After  enjoying  freedom  for  ap¬ 
proximately  three  ye;ars,  Bun¬ 
yan  was  placed  under  arrest 
again  in  March,  1675.  The  war¬ 
rant  carried  a  bristling  array  of 
names,  including  some  of  the 
magistrates  who  had  assigned 
the  minister  to  prison  more  than 
a  decade  earlier.' 

The  warrant  ordered  the  ar¬ 
rest  of  “one^John  Bunyan,  who 
has  at  divers  times  Within  one 
month  past  in  contempt -of  Bis 
Majesty's  good  laws,  preached 
or  teached  at  a  meeting  or  as¬ 


sembly  under  color  or  pretense 
of  exercise  of  religion  in  other1 
manner  than  according  to  the 
liturgy  or  practice  of  the  Church, 
of  England.”-  —  — "y.t. - £ _ J 

Bunyan  had  been  released 
from  prison  itf‘i672  un¬ 
der  the  Deciaratioh  of  Indulg¬ 
ence  of  King  Charles  TI,  but  the 
action  proved  unpopular  with 
nonconformists  who  suspected 
that  the  declaration  was  design¬ 
ed  to  protect  Catholics.  Intoler¬ 
ance  of  nonconformists  became 
acute  last-year,  and  Bunyan  wa* 
arrested  after  the  king  was  per¬ 
suaded  to  call  in  the  licenses 
granted  to  nonconformist  prea¬ 
chers  and  placei  of  worship. 

The  preacher  was  first,  arrest'- 
ed  in  1(560  while  preaching  and 
was  charged  with  conducting  a 
seditious  meeting.  Sentenced

Nowadays  such  feuding  and  fussing-is  on  a  much ‘more 
friendly  basis,  for  which  we  can  be  thankful.  Even  so,  the 
old  jealousies  creep  into  the  Baptist  picture  once  in  awhile. 

■  Territorial  loyalties  seem  to  get-  in  the  way  of  Kingdom 
interests.  And  there  is  little  comfort  for  the  conscience  in 
the  fact  that  Methodists,  Presbyterians,  among  others, .face 
the  same  geographical  schizophrenia.  ‘  •#>: 

-When  Southeph  Baptists  began  moving, out  from  be¬ 
hind  the  Mason-Dixon  line  to  establish  churches  in  the 
northern  states  there  was  bound  to  be  some  bristling  and 
growling.  Had  the  “invasion”  been  in-  the  other  direction 
with  the  American  Baptist  Convention  organizing  in  the 
south  the  bristling  arid  growling  would  have  been  even 
louder.  Such  are  our  emotional  loyalties  to  the  home  teams.' 

With  Southern  Baptist  work  now  going  on  in  41  of  the 
4?  states.  With  Southern-Baptist  churches  springing  up 
right 'and  left  in  the  so-called  “pioneer”  areas,  with  the 
Illinois  convention  making  a  strong  bid  for  a  Southern

Baptist  newsmagazine,  printed  a  letter  from  Rev.  George 
W.  Riser  of  Montevideo,  Minnesota.  Referring  to  a  previous

Would  it  sound  silly  to  ask 
how  you  read  your  Bible? 

Naturally  you  would  say,  “J 
read  my  Bible  with  my  eyes.”

Could  you  read  your  Bible 
then?  Of  course  you  are  not 
blind,  or  you  wouldn’t  be  read¬ 
ing  this  story.  But  many’  chil¬ 
dren  have  lost  their  sight,  and  by  the  feeling  of  the  letters, 
can  never  hope  to  read  with 
their  eyes. 

Yet  there  is  still  a  way  for 
these  children  to  read  iheir 
very  -  own  Bibles.  They  can 
"read"  with  their  fingers..  How* 
is  that  possibly?  It  is  very 
simple.  There  are  several 
"raised-letter"  systems  where¬ 
by  blind  people  "feel”  the  let¬ 
ter*  or  symbols  that  make  up 
words  or  sentences.
